San Felix island is volcanic in origin 
and straddle the 80th parallel about 540 
miles west of Chile in the Pacific Ocean, 

There is no vegetation, water or inhabit- 
ants except for military, The local fisher- 
men from Chile do ( or did ) occasionally 
fish for lobster in the area. 

There are some of you who may remember 
the W4s who had a total amateur operation 
from the island in 1965, I think this was 
the first stand alone amateur operation. 

The credit for the present amateur operat- 
ion goes to the RADIO CLUB of CHILE, This is 
the first one in many years and it took place 
only because of the determination of the 
total effort of the club members, For many 
years it was known to be impossible for an 
operation there, by any group from any coun- 
try,It is characteristic of the Chilean Club 
to overcome difficulties in one way or 
another, 

Due to the Chilean Navy having an antenna 
farm on the island, for whatever reason, no 
civilians are allowed there. Patrico Hernan- 
dez,CE3GN, along with the other members found 
an alternative to the ever present problem 
that appeared to be the end of amateur oper- 
ation on San Felix. First they convinced 
the Chilean Navy as to the importance for an 
operation from the island. The next step is 
the best., They convinced or had them to 
agree to pick two Navy radiomen that had 
amateur license, that could be transferred 
on a short term basis to the island and to 
allow 99% of their time to be used for amate- 
ur operations...., These men should has time 
for training in proper amateur procedures 
before they were shipped over. The Navy as 
you know now, agreed, If this isn't the pinn- 
acle of achievement, what is ?
